London, May IO —The National 
sporting dub will decide Tuesday 
whether or not they will offer a purse 
for the Corbett-Jackson fight. 


W ashington, M ay IO.—An official dis­ 
patch from Tokio received a t the J a p ­ 
anese Legation yesterday says the ra ti­ 
fications of the tre a ty of peace betw een 
Ja p an and China w ere exchanged a t 
Che Foo W ednesday. No change xfras 
m ade in the tex t of the tre a ty as origin­ 
ally concluded. T aking into account, 
however, the recom m endations 
m ade 
by R ussia, G erm any and France, the 
Jap an ese G overnm ent h as agreed to re ­ 
nounce the perm anent possession of the 
Liao T ung Peninsula on condition th a t 
th e arran g em en t reg ard in g the term s 
and form of renunciation shall be re­ 
served for judgm ent betw een itself and 
the governm ent of China. 
This la tte r stipulation Is construed to 
m ean th a t Ja p an will not surrender the 
peninsula until a suitable 
indem nity 
shall have been paid, and th a t it m ay 
have been agreed betw een Jap an and 
China the possession of P ort A rth u r it­ 
self v. iil be retained by the Japanese 
fo r a term of years extending beyond 
th e date when the indem nity has been 
paid in full, th u s assuring to Jap an not 
alone the paym ent of the indem nity it­ 
self but also sufficient tim e to safe­ 
g u ard itself ag ain st anything like a 
w ar of reprisal. 
The tre a ty of peace itself provides 
th a t W ei-Hai-W ei shall be held until 
th e first 100,000,000 of the Indem nity and 
th e next two an nual installm ents have 
been paid, so w ith the added guarantee 
of the possession of P o rt A rthur, even 
although only tem porary, the Japanese 
G overnm ent would appear to have ta k ­ 
en every possible precaution for 
the 
fu tu re. 
The foregoing statem en t 
is 
official, com ing direct from Tokio by 
cable. The un d erstan d in g is it embo­ 
dies the reply which Ja p an 
recently 
gave to the protest of R ussia and the 
allied powers. 
The S tate D epartm ent has published 
an appendix to the volum e of foreign 
relations of 1894, com prising a history 
of the C hinese-Japanese w ar. O ur con­ 
nection in this m atte r first appears in 
a dispatch dated Ju n e 22, 1894. to U nit­ 
ed S tates M inister Sill a t Seoul, 
in 


a 'courteously-w orded note from the 
Japanese governm ent practically de­ 
clining the offer. 
Nov. 17 the Japanese governm ent re­ 
quests th a t if China desires to approach 
Jap an upon the subject of peace it shall 
be done through the U nited States le­ 
gation a t Pekin, 
to which 
Secretary 
G resham assented. 
Mr. Denby w rites 
th a t China 
received this 
preposition 
with pleasure, though he gave it to un ­ 
derstand th a t he proposes to act sim ply 
as an interm ediary, statin g the basis of 
negotiations and leaving them to a r­ 
range the details. 
The 23d he cabled 
th a t China had m ade through him di­ 
rect overtures for peace on the basis 
of Corean independence and a w ar in­ 
dem nity. 
Some p a rt of the correspondence a t 
this point is devoted to a history of the 
attem p t 
a t a settlem ent 
of th e w ar 
through Mr. D eitring and his rejection 
by the Japanese on the ground of in­ 
sufficient credentials and the story of 
our intervention winds up w ith the few 
telegram s from Mr. Denby announcing 
th a t Li H ung Chang had been nam ed 
plenipotentiary and th a t Ja p an had 
agreed to receive him.

New York, M ay IO.—A special dis­ 
patch to the H erald from Key W est, 
Fla., says: “There are rum ors in H av ­ 
ana th a t Salcedo lost 150 men In a re­ 
cent fight w ith 
Gen. 
M aceo’s p arty. 
Maceo m anaged to convey word to the 
enemy th a t he had oniy 200 men. Sal­ 
cedo w ent afte r him w ith 400 troops. 
They m et the 200 insurgents, who re­ 
treated rapidly and led the troops into 
an am bush, w here 1,000 of M aceo’s men 
surrounded them and shot them down 
like sheep. 
Tile troops threw dow’n 
their arm s, broke through the insurgent 
lines, and escaped, leaving a g reat num ­ 
ber dead upon the field. Salcedo is not 
a t all popular w ith the ran k and file of 
the arm y, and his defeat is looked upon 
w ith secret satisfaction.”

So fa r th e d ism an tlin g has given 
up no secrets, a lth o u g h the im pression 
h a d prevailed th a t w hen the light of 
d a y w a s let in on th e recesses of the 
jail th e re w ould be a hint of hith erto 
suppressed incidents in the crim inal 
h isto ry of the city. 
It is tru e th a t u n ­ 
d e r th e flooring of a cell in th e w om en’s 
d e p a rtm e n t som e bones, which are be­ 
lieved to be hum an, were found, and 
t h a t in th e sam e p a rt of the prison the 
w o rk of m ak in g a secret p assage h a d 
been begun and abandoned, b ut no ex­ 
p la n a to ry inform ation is a t hand. 
A 
relic of slavery days discovered w as 
th e following w ritten order in F ren c h : 
“ M ayor's O ffice. N ew O rleans, Ju ly 22, 
1822. To the Jailo r of the P arish P rison: 
Deliver to M. Norville D u b rad the ne- 
gress Chloe, belonging to Mme. M orphy, 
and tak e a receipt for the sam e. 
J. 
Roffigeor, m ay o r.” 
On th e roof ceiling j sixth-sto ry 
workmen cam e upon a box full of offi- I „-i___i„ 
^ 
cial docum ents, signed by recorders of 
the city a n d by federal co m m anders 
durin g the w ar. 
E x p o su re to th e ele­ 
m en ts h ad rendered these p ap ers a l­ 
m ost undecipherable. 
P e rh a p s to citi­ 
zens of N ew O rleans the m ost in te re st­ 
ing belonging of the prison is the bell 
which for generations h u n g in one of 
th e tw o tow ers rising from the facade 
of the building. It w as for m a n y years 
used as a fire alarm , an d d u rin g the 
w a r its clan g o r sum m oned the slaves in 
vario u s q u a rte rs of the city w hen their 
services w ere needed by th e a u th o ri­ 
ties. 
A n o th er use of the bell w as to 
w a rn citizens ab ro ad th a t it w as nine 
o’clock a n d tim e to be in th» 'r homes. 
T he stones in the c o u rty a rd "or negro 
prisoners are w orn very thin a n d cov­ 
ered w ith ru d e figures w h k .i w ere cut 
into them . 
“Some of the SLjnes,” says 
a local chronicler, “are w .rn th ro u g h 
in certain places by th e in m ates in the 
process of m a n u fa c tu rin g finger-rings of 
m etal or bone, or from th e w h e ttin g of 1

wild bull of Tartary to be brought on 
and then there was a slight hitch. 
The bull had suddenly become re­ 
luctant about going on the stage. 
Manager Larkin got behind him and 
gave the animal's tail a twist. 
It had 
the desired effect.
